about this time. A bonfire had been bullt near 
the jail by the rioters, anda, as it was known that 
they had been discussing the possibility of burn 
ing down the building, the Fire Department was 
called out. ‘his caused intense excitement 
throughout the whole city, as the report spread 
far and wide that the mob had succeeded in Oring 
the jail and that the whole city was in danger of 
being burned down. Between 2and 34. m. sev- 
eral encounters took place between the rioters 
and the militia, who, knowing that the safety of 
the building depended largely upon keeping the 
mob from the sidewalks in front of the 
jail, sternly enforced their orders and, when the 
occasion requirea, fired upon the crowd with 

deadly effect, wounding many, The mod re- 
organized at about 3 a. m. and invested the jail in 
regular military style,rolling barrels of coal oilin 

to the street opposite and bringing a small cannon 
which they had secured at Kittredge’s gun store 
to bear upon the building. This ._piece of ord- 
nance, which was loaded with scrap lron,was dis- 

charged several times at short range upon the 

building,but without doing any damage. Several 
attempts were made to fire the building by del- 

nging portions of 1t with coal oil and then ignit- 

ing it, but they proved unsuccessful. At 3:30 a.m. 
the opposing forces were still watching one anoth- 
er and occasional demonstrations by the mob were 
promptly and sternly repelled by the military, 

whose rifles continued to do deadly work when

Another Assault.

Superin- 
tendent Kelly estimates the toss to the county by 
fire at $10,000. None of the prisoners were 
burned, but several were almost suffocated by 
the dense smuke which filled the corridors. 
The fire was finally extinguished by the police 
with Jail appliances, At this hour, 9 0’clock, all 
is quiet. The wounded are being cared for at 
the hospital, Armory and at their homes, Kitt- 
ridge. whose gun store was gutted by 
the mob, putsthe damage at $60,000, and will 
bring suit against the county for the same.

Another Account. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, OHIO, March 29.—The mob which 
endeavered to break down the Jail doors last 
nightand lynch some of the murderers would 
bave been successful had it not been for the 
militia summoned to his aid by Sheriff Hawkins, 
which were admitted to the Jail through a tunnel 
leading from the Court House to the Jail. The 
mob found out their entrance and essayed to 
follow, firing pistols at the soldiers. Instantly 
came the command to ‘‘fire,”and then the tunnel, 
aspace. fifty by seven feet, was fille: with the 
smoke and =e flying bullets from 
guns. One rioter was shot in the breast, fell and 
died in a few minutes, and several were wounded. 
These were caught and pulled out of the tunne 
by their friends. Two policemen anda a soldier 
were wounded by the pistol volley. Then the 
militiamen drove ali out of the Jail and held it 
from that time on. The mob outside velled and 
howled as if demons incarnate. They fired pis- 
tois ineffectually at the heavy stone walls. They 
swarmed about the doors and windows li Ke bees. 
They tore down sheds and gathered 

EVERYTHING BURNABLE 
and built fires against the walls. They 
gota barrel of coal oil and poured it into the 
front entrance and set it on fire. They succeeded 
in getting iton fire and when the alarm came ia 
and the,engines responded, cut the hose ana re- 
fused to allowthe firemento turna stream of 
water on the biaze. As only the woodwork could 
be burned fora short distance, no great damage 
was apprehended. About 2 a. m. they broke into 
the Veterans’ Armory, near by, and took ali the 
guns, 1,000 in number, anda bass drum. Return- 
ing to the Jail they fired their muskets 
through the windows. The militia returned 
the fire and finally arove them away, keeping up 
a constant fire and driving the rioters away from 
the front of the building. Then the mob marched 
down Main street, six squares distant, to Kit- 
tredge’s gun store, smashed the glass windows 
and entered, taking guns and ammunition. They 
returned a second time and this time completely 
gutted the store of aimost everything in the way 
of guns and pistols, most of this being plain, 
everyday stealing. The firm say they lose about 
$5,000. At another gun store they were 
FURNISHED AMMUNITION 

by the watchman under compulson. Before this 
time the all night saloons had closed up. ‘The 
mob, however, was a communistic horde. They 
fired at the militia when they could; The latter 
returned it with volleys, People dropped right 
ana left, At about 3 o’clock, for 4 time, some one 
was wounded every few minutes.

The Attack on the Jail. 

CINCINNATI, O., March 28.—The crowd around 
the jail soon reached 10,000 people. There seemed 
to be about 200 men in the lead, who took 
the initiative In all steps, but said lit- 
tle. AS soon as it was learned in the 
Jail that a mob was outside Sheriff 
Hawkins called up for Marshal Bunker by tele- 
phone, and 

THE RIOT ALARM WAS SOUNDED. 

The Sheriff and posse made al] preparations to 
repel the attack. On the way to the Jail the mob 
secured a long heavy scantliug and used iLas a 
battering ram, They began operations on the 
north outside door and knockeda hole large 
enough to admit a man’s body, through 
which the mob = crowded thick and 


fast, and about fifty mounted th 
e stairs. 
Here they were met by u detail of police, an ps 


Sheriff, and forced beck into the Jail office, By 
this time, the mob outside had procured a long 
heavy board, and, placing it in the iron railing in 
front of the jail, pushed it through the window 
into the second story. With this, they broke out 
the entire sash and inside shutters, and scrambled 
into the apartment of Jailor Brady. 
THIS SUCCESSFUL MOVE 

encouraged the crowd, who made 
arush forthe south door leading to -the street 
from the second Story, which is here level With 
the pavement, This svon gave Wuy and the mob 
went through in great humbers. The Sheriff's 
force consisted of thirteen men. When the mob 
entered these withdrew hastily into th 
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mob, but they flew by him up the winding iron 
stairway to the cell-room, They sought Berner, 


but soon 
DISCOVERED HE WAS GONE, 


Then they went to Johnson’s cell, one of the mur- 
derers of the Taylor family at Avordale. The 
horrified prisoner suffered more than death as he 
looked on the determined men outside. A pow- 
erful plank was brought up to _ batter 
down the door of the cell but small space pre- 
vented its use with effect. Besides the deputy 
sheriffs caught hola of the plank and prevented 
its being used. Meantime Chief of Police Reilly, 
bearing men were in the Jail, entered through the 
Court House and through the tunnel from it to 
the interior of the Jail. 
WITH THIS COMBINED FORCE 
men were putin the corridors about the cells, 
and the mob seemed to be repulsed. 
Not a shot was fired up  @to this 
time by the forces within the Jail. The stairway 
was again in possession of the Sheriff's forces 
andthe struggle beganforthe iron gate. The 
colored ringleader was seized by Lieut, Dunn, 
struck on the head and dragged inside. 
THEN THE GATE WAS CLOSED, 

several others being arrested about the same 
time. The battering ram, broken in two, served 
as abrace for the gate. The mob seemed re- 
pulsed and the story went out spreading through 
the outside crowd, only to inflame 
to more serious effort, Efforts were redoubled 
at all entrances, andthe southern gate to the 


Jail yard 
WAS BROKEN DOWN 


Meantime Sheriff Hawkins sent an order to Col. 
Hunt, commanding the First Regiment of militia, 
to report to him in the Jail with all the men pos- 
sible. Onlp about forty men were on duty, and 
these went to the jail, passing through the Court 
House and the tnnnél already mentioned. 

HERE OCCURRED THE FIRST BLOODSHED. 
The farther end of the tunnel was guarded by 
Officers Phil Nutin and Von Seggern, As the sol- 
diers approached by threes with their guns 
pointed, Officer Von Seggern threw 
uD his hands and “shouted, 
“For Goa’s sake, don't shoot here; you'll kill 
your friends!” Without heeding the warning 
the command “Fire!” was given, anda volley 
went rattling through the tunnel. Officer Nuna 
fell, pierced by four balls, Von Seggern was shot 
on the side of the head. Severalof the mili- 
tia were shot by their own guns, 

THIS VOLLEY 
had the effect to clear the Jail, but for 
two hours thereafter efforts were made 
on the outside to destroy the whole building. 
Barrels of coal oil were poured into the lower 
partof the Jailand set on fire, but the officers 
within managed to extinguish them. The car- 
penter’s Office furnished some wood, and that 
also was fired, but as the Sail is mainly of stone 
and iron this effort was futile. 
THE CkOowD 
threw bowlders and fired pistois promiscu- 
ously at the windows, and the militia 
meantime tired from the windows atthe crowa. 
Sheriff Hawkins tried to control this firing by 
ordering that not more than one man should fire 
at atime, and then only to frighten, not to kill; 
but the men were uncontrollable, ana 
FIRED AT THE CROWD, ‘ 

doing deadly work. Later the crowd 
broke into the Veteran Armory 
and Kittredge’s gun store and got 
arms, but by the time this was done the crowd 
had so thinned out thatno further serious at- 


tempt was made, and at hali-past tnree this 


morning quiet was restored. 
PUBLIC FEELING INFLAMED. 

Berner’s crime was assisting Joe Palmer, eol- 
ored, In the cold-blooded murder of his employer, 
Wm. H. Kirk, on Christmas eve for the 

robbery. Both he 
confessed the murder, 
but the jury found him guilty of manslaughter. 
This, with the fact that about twenty other un- 


tried murderers are in the jail, is what inflames 
the public mind. The feeling has by no means 
been allayed by last night’s tragedy, and is grow- 
ing, not only against the murderers, but

I nowrealize the 
nature of the awful situation, and 
sent for the militia. These were near at hand, 
and came at once and were admitted through the 
tunnel, the only place of entrance as yet un- 
known tothe mob. When this new force cot in- 
side in charge of Col. Hunt, the whole force was 
reorganized, and every point was strongly 
guarded. The mob all this time had been work- 
ing atthe inner gate vf the rotunda. I stood 
within sight, telling the leaders that they would 
meet death if they got into the cell-room. The 
officers stood in formidable array at my back.

The men with the battering ram did not desist, as 
the strong bars of the gate were giving way one 
by one. Finally the gate went down with a crash 
and the mod rushed in upon the officers, who be- 
haved with remarkable coolness and never drew 
a revolver, although several times the rioters dis- 
charged revolvers anda shotguns at the offi- 
ecrs. AS s00n as - the mob was in- 
side they and the officers entered into

in the rotunda and up the winding stairs leading 
directly to the cells. The police pushed all they 
could and didvery little clubbing. A dozen of 
the leaders were seized and put into empty cells. 
While this work was going on more rioters came 
up the stairs with the battering ram and got to 
the cells. Johnson was right at the head of the 
stairs. Theram was placed in front of this and 
the work began. But these doors are of solid 
riveted iron and it would 
taken more than such a ram.  4as 
they had to knock it in. All 
this time Il was ordering the men and exhorting 
the mob toclear out. Not a very large crowd 
succeeded in getting into the second floor, and 
this portion of the mob suddenly broke for the 
Stairs and the street at the sound of a volley of 
‘ musketry thal just then echoed along the stone 
'ecorriaors. This sound came from the rifles of 
the militia, who had fired into the crowd, which 
had at last gotten into the tunnel by way of the 
sky-lights over the boiler room. This tunne: 
is shut off from a passage leading into 
the rotunda byasolid iron door. Behind this 
door stood Deputy Sheriff Minchell. Three times 
he opened the door and warned the few in the 
tupne] not to advance. They pressed on, and 
Minchell closed the door and bolted it. Then

BEGAN BATTERING, 


and once more he opened the door @nd gave them 
a warning. It was then that the militia back of 
him fired, and this partof the mob fled, leaving 
the place clear. It wasthis firing that killed a 
man, but the sound brought the mobbers inside 
to a sense of the desperate determination 
of the officers and militia, and they fled and gave 
the fignt up, and the place was cleared.” Sheriff 
Hawkins and all who were inside tne rotunda 
have nothing but praise for the officers, who not 
only acted with great courage, but were wonder- 
fully self-possessed. The militia, though not so 
cool, rendered very valuable assistance. The 
most sickening part of the whole business took 
place about midnight, at the iron gate leading 
from the Court House tunnel tothe jail. The 
police had already passed through and par- 
tially subdued the mob inside, ana Spe- 
cial Officer Fred Von  Seggern and 
Patrolman Philhp Nuna stood guard at the iron 
door. Van Seggern, seeing the soldiers with guns | 
in their hands, threw up his hands and cried, | 
“For God’s sake don’t shoot! you will hit some of 
your friends,” at the same time pointing to Nunn 
standing at his side and the other officers. In- 
nocent spectators and members of the mob hur- 
rying to and fro through the corridor behind him 
were murdered by the militia without consider- 
ing the reason for shooting or who were the tar- 
gets for their bullets. The militia 
RAISED THEIR GUNS 

and , pointing them directly at the miscellaneous 
crowd, fired. A few shots,were fired by the in- 
dignant mob in return, and it was some time be- 
fore the smoke cleared away. Then it was found 
that Von Seaggern Wage Struck in the rieht cheek, 
and Phil Nunn, who had been bravely attending 
to his auty, had been shot in the bowels, groin 
and leg—fvur times in all, He died at 4 0’clock 
this morning.

However, he had the supreme check 
to ask the fellows who were aching to get at him 
to give him a chew of tobacco. 


How Nunn Was Shot,

CINCINNATI, March 29.—A special to the Times- 
Star trom Columbus disproves the rumor that 
Berner really went to the penitentiary, and says 
that the story of his escape was concocted to 
prevent the train from being mobbed. It is sup- 
posed that the murderer is concealed somewhere 
in the outskirts of the city. The farmers in the 
vicinity of Loveland are up in arms and the 
country is being scoured. Ali the roads leading 
te the city are being watched. Everywhere the’ 
military is being biamed. It is said they grew 
panicky and fired continuously. Twice they biindly 
fired on the police, Officer Fred Von Seggern,who 


was shot in the cheek by the veteran soldiers who 
composed the muitia at the Jail last night,is fleree 
in his aenunciation of the conduct of these men. 
He says: “NunnandI were guarding the door 
leading frem the Court House tunnel to the Jail 
corridor. In the corridor wasthe mob which 
had been lessened considerably bv the exertions 
of the police. When I saw the militia with their 
guns marching towardsus Ihad no idea that 
such a piece of idiocy would be perpetrated 
as did occur, but, nevertheless, I 
threw np my hands and begged 
the soldiers for God’s sake not to fire. I knew 
there were people in that corridor who were per- 
fectiv innocent, and I knew that the life of Nunn 
and myself would be endangered “by such a pro- 
ceeding, but instead of heeding my : plea the muili- 
tia discharged a volley and | was struck m the 
cheek while poor Nunn was shot four times in 
the body and fell bleeding toj the floor. I never for 
one instant imagined that such a wanton mas- 
sacre would be made by men of sound mind.” It

The Wrecked Gun S#tere.

Wade Hampton’s Old Friend. 
Washington Letter to Augusta Chronicle. 

A middle-aged man approached Gen. 
Hampton the other day and asked his influ- 
ence in pressing a claim before the Military 
Committee of the Senate. The stranger then 


said: General, lam glad to see you again. 
You do not recognize me, but you personally 
made aprisoner of me during the war.”

He reached 
for his pistol, held it along his thigh, and, 
on leaving the house, commanded the man 
who had spoken to him to follow. _ He did 
so. Hampton mounted his horse and called 
the man to him. Bending down to the Fed- 
eral soldier’s ear he whispered: “I have a 
pistol aimed at your head, and will shoot 
you if any alarm is made.”” ‘The surprised 
soldier whispered: ‘Don’t shoot. I sur- 
render.”’ ampton then bade him moveon 
just ahead of his horse, and so brought him 
into the Confederate camp. It was this man 
who, after more than twenty years, met his 
captor and asked a favor of him, as a Sena- 
tor, that he was more than willing to grant, 
It was a strange and rumantie coincidence 
in the returning cycles of time.

Arms are stacked in the 
center of the roomis,and the place has a decidedly 
warlike appearance. An altempt was made to 
batter down the door of the cell of Johnson, the 
colored man who is jointly charged with Ingalls 
with the murder of the Taylor family. A jarge 
scantling was also used for this purpose, and the 
Goor shows evidence of very hard usage. 
One of the Jail officials remarked that 
two or three more good blows would have broken 
the door down, and the mob would have been re- 
warded in some measure for their trouble, 


More Trouble Ahead.

CINCINNATI, March 29., 12M.—Thereis a fear 
that there will be more trouble to-night. Already 
great crowds are gathering about the 
Court House. The police are not per- 
mitting them to come within two 
squares, and all the alleys and cross streets are 
crowded with an increasing multitude. There 
are mutterings that forebodea storm. The Sheriff 
has called on the Governor for the militia. 
There are well-defined rumors of 
organization among the mob, not only 
here, but in Kentucky. Across the river the au- 
thorities are doing all in their power to prevent 
any further outbreak, but there is an element of 
anxiety pervading the whole community. Sub- 
urban policemen have been called into Central 
headquarters. There are now 200 soldiers on 
guard and 100 policemen.

Eight Men Killed at Thompson’s Point, 
N. J., Nitro-glycerine Works. 
CHESTER, Pa., March 29.—The nitro-glycerine 
house of tbe Repauno Chemical Works, at 
Thompson’s Point, N. J., opposite this city, ex- 
ploded at 10:30 this morning, and itis supposed 
seven orecight menare Killed, including Lamot 
Dupont, vice-president of the company; W.N. 
Hill, superintendent, and Mr. Norcross, eom- 
pounder of dynamite. Their tug was immediate- 
ly dispatched -tothis city for surgeous, and re- 
turned witha number.

The item concludes with the state- 
ment that the marriage was kept a secret from 
the other memvers of tha company, and that “the 
affair is very mysterious from beginning to end, 
and why such secrecy shouid be maintained can- 
pot be accounted for.”

GRANT AND BLAINE. 


——— = 


The Hx-President Says He Would 
Dine With the Gentleman 
From Maine, 


What the General Thinks About Ar- 
thur’s Strength in York State--The 
Bloody Shirt Issue--Pacts About the 
Panama Canal. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 29.—The Post- 
DIsPATCH correspondent again called upon Gen. 
Grant yesterday and obtained from hiin further 
expression of his views upon the present political 
situation, and the outlook for the coming Presi- 
dential canvass. The conversation when written 
out was submitted to the General and pronounced 
by hima correct report of his utterances. He is 
rapidly recovering from his injury, 
and will probably not remain ih 
Washington much longer than the 


coming fortnight. He said at the outset of the 
interview that he desired to correct a wrong iin- 
pression, growing out of a remark made by him 
inthe first interview telegraphed by the PostT- 
DISPATCH correspondent. In that interview he 
is reported as saying: “1 would not go to a din- 
ner where I woulda be expected to meet Mr. 
Biaine.” Gen. Grant said that this needed fur- 
ther explanation.. 

‘What 1 meant,” said he, “was this: thatlI 
would not go to any dinner gotten up for the 
special purpose of bringing Mr. Blaine and my- 
self together. Of course if Gen. Beale shouid see 
fit to give a dinner party, and I should be invited 
to it, under ordinary clreumstances I shouid 
accept without thinking of asking him who were 
to be his guests. I, of course, did not mean to 
say that I would object to sitting down to a table 
where Mr. Blaine was a guest.” — 

“Have you aby personal feeling against Mr. 
Blaine?” 

“IT have not seen or spoken to him now for 
nearly four years.”’ 

‘Is not your reason for not desiring to formal- 
ly meei Mr. Biaine at the present time caused by 
the misconstruction that would be put upon such 
ameeiing?” 

“That’s it exactly. It’s for no personal reason. 
During the last few weeks a number or news- 
paper paragraphs have been printed 

CLAIMING THAT AN ALLIANCE 

was being made between Mr. Blaine and myself 
and that I had come bere for the special purpose 
of having a reconciliation brought about. Now, 
Lam torcne candidate as against all others, and 
I don’t wantto have any misapprehension about 
my position. That is the reason why I should not 
care 10 s¢e OF talk with Mr, Blaine at the present 
time,’ 

“Do you think Mr. Conkling§will take any part 
in politics during the coming campaign?” 

“I should think not. He is very deeply im- 
mersed in business and my impression is that he 
wil! devote himseif entirely jo it.” 

“What do you think of Arthur’s strength in 
New York?” 

“I think that he will get most of the delegates 
east of the Hudson River and south of Albany and 
some of the New York City deiegates, but nut 
many between Albany and Buffalo.” 

“Do you think he will have the majority of the 
delegation?” 

“Ido not. At the same time I only judge by 
what 1 see printed in Sewapegess: in interviews 
with leading men in the State.” 

Gen. Grant was asked some questions about 
Arthur’s candidacy, which he said he preferred 
not to answer for publication. Gen. Grant 
in speaking of the leading candidates, Biaine, 
Arthur and Logan, said: “I think these gentle- 
men will goto Chicago with a positive strength 
in about the order named, But I am rtd gon gs ree 
lo say now that this strength will stand by them 
all aiter the first ballot is taken.” 

“Where would Blaine’s strength naturally go?” ' 
was asked. 

“IT aon’t know. Ishould think it would goto 
Logan. I am pretty sure it would not goto 
Arthur.”’ 

“Where would Arthur’s strength naturally 


“T have no real idea. Perhaps it might go to Ed- 
munds. Itis possible thatthe support of the 
CANDIDATES MIGHT DIVIDE 

and not be moved ii Diock to any one.” 

‘Have you seen the recently publishedstatement 
that there was some sort of an understanding be- 
tween Blaine and John Sherman?” 

“No, Lhave not. I Knew nothing about that.”

“The tariff. The Republicans, I believe, will 
deciare in their platform their adherence to what 
is Known as the protective system.’’ 

“Do you think the Southern question will occu- 
py any part in the canvass?’’ 

“ldo uot think it will occupy a place in the 
Republican platform, but upon the stump it will

“Do you think it will have any real influenee?

‘ne people of the North are tired of the 
‘bloody shirt’ issue, Lut where there are deeds 
of fresh Violence, as at Danville and in Copiah 
Counly, where the object is political, the people 
are certain to be influenced by a@ recital of the 
wrongs committed.”’ 

“What part will the Monroe doctrine occupy in 
the canvass?” 

“Il ‘cannot now _ say. Certainly there 
is no doubi of one thing, and thatis the correct- 
ness of the policy of this Government’s control 
on the coutinent as against a foreign government. 
It is strange thit we should have remained so 
quiet in permitting foreign control to gain a foot- 
ingin Panama. If a canal is cut there, we ought 
certainly to control it. But I have felt less con- 
cern about this canal because I did not be- 
lieve 

IT COULD BE FINISHED, 

certainly not as a straight cut, for less than five 
times the original estimate of the cost, I think 
when the French people find their present sub- 
scription exhausted and see the small amount of 
work done, that there will be great difficulty 
in —s the remainder of the money. A straight 
eut at Panama involves the crossing of the 
Chagres River. This is subjectto great floods, 
and, through them, the canal, if completed, would 
often have to be clusea months for repairs,” 

Gen. Grant further said he had, when Presi- 
dent, investigated this whole ee thoroughly 
with the aid of the most accomplished officers of 
the Navy, and the result was fotind, in his judg- 
ment, thatthe Nicaraguan rouie was the only 
practical one. He _ thought our Government 
should take hold of this project, and by so aoing 
it would be in advance of what foreign Govern- 
ments would doin the endif we should eontinue 
to remain indifferent upon s0 important a ques- 
tion.

There are few subjects having such an intrinsic 
Interest for the newspaper-reading pubile as 
dynamite and its manipulators, and consequently 
the Post-DISPATCH makes it a theme of a some- 
what extended Saturday sketch: The Clerken- 
well explosion of 1868 is frequently alluded to as 
marking the commencement of an era of politi- 
cal change in England and was the true precursor 
of the dynamite policy which now aygitates, Mf not 
threatens, every State in Europe. Fenianism 
had failea, its leaders were imprisoned or had 
fied end only a few active circles were working 
in the larger towns when the success of the Man- 
chester rescue, by which Kelly (now in the New 
York Custom-House) and Kichard Deasy were 
released from a prison van in the very beart and 
centre of an English city, inspired a few poor 
workingmen in London to attempt the de- 
livery from the Clerkenwell House of Detention 
of Col. Burke. This officer, at present in Kansas 
City, was a very active member of the Irish Re- 
publican Brotherhood, and had served them well 
by organizing London itself in their inter- 
est. He was arrested on sufficient testimony 
and, as if to provoke some demonstration, was 
placed in a very weakly guarded jail, having long 
curtain walis separating the exercising yards 
from some of the lowest slums of a poor quarter 
of the city.

A corporation was publicly formed and regtster- 
ed in the names of Rogers and Howe under the 
designation of Mansonitor Company to carry on 
the Fenian school and factory. The new explosive 
Was also made to resemble huge Inumps of coal, 
and by means of some of these, it it 
openly claimed, Her Britannic. Majesty’s 
Steamer Dotterill was destroyed at sea. 
The attempt on the Mansion House, Lon- 
don, the sinking of the Dotterill, the fire at the 
Victoria docks, explosion of the gas-works at 
Glasgow, the attempt to destroy a bridge in the 
same city, the blowing down of a portion of the 
Home Office bui'dings in Whitehall, the discovery 
in the heart of England of dynamite factories and 
of quantities of the new explosive in transit from 
Cork and other centers of Fenian activity to Lon- 
dou, all switlly followed by the underground rail- 
Way terror and the Praed street and Victoria sta- 
tion demolitions. compel credence to be given to 
the asseriions that in the United States the dyna- 
mite conspiracy has its home and base of opera- 
tions. 

Greek fire, as it is called, is a compound which 
will either rapidly evaporate or burn on ex- 
posure to air. So iong as tke air is exciuded from 
the compound it can be carried about in safety, 
butif poured out produces ap almost , Inextin- 
guishable flame that burns with great ardor, 
While the hydro-carbon gives out sickening lumes 
that bar apprvach. 

A hundred persons armed with one pint each 
could fire a city so that its destruction would be 
a certainty. It weighs about ten pounds to the 
pint, is apparently colorless, and is cheap. 

Besides this there are torpedv@g in use by the 
school, whichin one year graduated 200 pupilis, 
and sume meritisto be found inthe patents 
Claimed by the anarchists. One of them, a float- 
ing wheel, to De exploded by the crushing of thin 
giass Luves on contact with a vessel’s sides, is of 
s0 easy construction and application that any 
member of the school instructing a class in Lon- 
don could ruin ail the shipping inthe Thames 
River at a comparatively simali cost.

The compounds iu question may be and no doubt 
are sent out as preserved fruits,a speaches,to a can- 
ful of whieb a tin of tri-nitro-giycerine presents a 
Close resemblance, the flaid. conlenis beimg al- 
most similar in appearance, and 1r6t so WHOLy un- 
like in smell and taste. Or the stuff can go dis- 
guised as asbestos or made up to resemovle any 
eurihiy mineral. Bales of cloth, cotton and the 
like can also be made into terrible engines of de- 
struction by being tresied with the new com- 
pound, and various sorts of hand grenades have 
recently been perfected by which it is hoped to 
neutralize or destroy eVen Comparatively large 
bodies of marching troops. 

Men trained in the Mausonitor manufactory are 
now actively engaged in spreading the gospel of 
dyvamite aud teaching its use in Switzerlaad, En- 
giand and Russia.

“Prof.” Mezzeroff is betier known as Dr. 
Hodges. The doctor and his big dog keep a bar 
and dispense ten-cent drinks and five-cent ponies 
somewhere in Third avenue. It is said that he 
eats acertain portion of nitro-glycerine daily, 
and can Kill an ordinary Egglishman by blowing 
onhim. It was in Russian, and as he thought to 
a Russian exile, that Leon Snaratofiski spoke in 
the vestibule of the Cooper Union, when he asked 
the tall Nihilist that had been lecturing to take a 
drink.

JEREMIAH O'DONOVAN ROSSA. 

Skibbereen, a place sieeped in poverty, notorl- 
ous for its all but cbronie state of famine, pro 
duced in 1830 Jeremiah O’Donovan, now called 
Rossa. This latter name was given to distinguish 
him from another Jeremiah, who at the Phoenix 
trials in 1858 turned informer and prosecuted to 
conviction some nineteen of his friends and fel- 
lows. O’Donovan was in turn scnool-teacher, ho- 
tel-keever, convicted conspirator, newspaper 
manager, and finally, in 1865, one of the triumvir- 
ate of the Irish Republic appointed by Stephens 
to rule over the country he had not as yet gained 
an inch of foothold in. Then O’Donovav, who 
loved free speech, made himself famous by at- 
tacking a meeting in the Rotunda, Dublin, at 
which some thousands of his fellow-countrymen 
had gathered under the leadership ot The O’Don- 
ohve to inaugurate a policy of agitation. ‘*We’ll 
have no agitation, no oratory and no meetings!” 
yelled Rossa, as with a piece of green baize 
around the ieg of a table he fell on the astonished 
patriots ofthe “harmless office-hunting yariety” 
and drove them fromthe building. At his trial 
for treason he took a witty revenge on his perse- 
cutors by insisting on reading to them the file, the 
whole file, and nothing less than the file of his 
own newspaper. Keogh and Fitzgerald,the judges, 
suffered for three days and nights until O’ Dono- 
van’s volee and physical strength gave out, and 
then they had their innings and sent bim to con- 
vict labor. Rossa sits on acusbion filled with 
dynamite, Las his pockets full of the explosive 
continually, and rears his family to noises by a 
daily explosion of gunpowder in the back yard,

El Mahdi fs described in his own land as 
one Mohamed Ahmed, and is a Dongolian 
by birth. In appearance he is rather thin 
and attenuated, and always wears a black 
beard. He is illiterate, reads and writes 
with difficulty, and he succeeded in achiev 
ing his present influence solely by his repu- 
tation for sanctity. For a long time he

REAL ESTATE.

A Phrenological View of the Great 
Tariff Agitators. 


Randall, Morrison, Kelly, McKinley, 
Hurd and Carlisle as They are Seen 
From the Galleries—Capt. Cowden’s 
Scheme to Carry off the Mississippi 
Flood Waters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 29,—There are a half 
dozen men in the House who attract the at- 
tention of all lookers-on when the tariff is 
mentioned. They are Morrison, Hurd and 
Carlisie on the one side and Randall, McKin- 
ley and Kelly on the other. It seems rather 
curious to class Randall with the Republican 
leaders in a matter of this sort, but it is a 
fact that he is to be counted on that side in 
this issue. Really, he attracts more atten- 
tion from the galleries and among those on 
the floor just now than apy other man in 
the House. His position of leader in the 
strong minority of the majority party gives 
him great prominence. He seldom speaks, 
and this fact lends interest to his utterances 
when they are heard. There are men in the 
House who are always talking and never 
heard; Mr. Randall is heard whenever he 
talks, and felt often when he does not. The 
usual question, when a stranger takes his 
seat in the gallery, is, ‘‘Which is Randall?” 
The next one asked for is usually Morrison, 
then, as the glance wanders to the minority 
side, he wants to see Kelly and McKinley, 

In some respects these great tarirf thinkers 
are alike. There is one peculiarity observa- 
ble in most of them, the shape of the head. 


Hurd has a head as round asa builet. It is 
very peculiar and noticeable in this regard. 
This peculiarity is not so strongly marked 
in the others, but is to be seen with most of 
them. McKinley’s head is shaped much like 
Hurd, not quite so much _ so, to be sure, but 
so much thatthe similarity is noticeable. 
But they are men of qufte opposite views in 
regard tothe tariff. McKinley believes in 
more protection than we have now and Hurd 
believes in actual free trade. Morrison is, 
too, 
: A ROUND-HEADED FELLOW, 
though his head and hair are buried in such 
a mussy lot of hair thatit is difficult to tell 
much what either are like. Morrison and 
Kelly are theonly ones of the distinguished 
tariff sextette who wear whiskers. Nandall, 
McKinley and Carlisle are absolutely 
sinooth-faced, while Hurd sports a heav 
black mustache. Randall’s head is much 
after the type of McKiniey’s, though not so 
strongly warked as to roundness. Carlisie’s 
shows less of this peculiarity, and Kelly’s is 
anything but round. Indeed, Mr, Kelly, 
whois probably the greatest tariff man in 
Congress, is a very angular man in all phys- 
ical respects; tall, very slender, with rather 
coarse hair and whiskers, which are never 
*slick,’’ he is not the neatest looking man in 
the House. His features are not of the most 
reguiar order, and he is avery hard worker 
and not over scrupulous in his dress. He 
does not cut the figure physically that his 
co-laborer on the Republican side, McKin- 
ley, does. McKinley is oneof the neatest 
dressers in the House. He is rather small 
in figure, but plump as a partridge, and his 
clothes fit him well. Then, too, he appar- 
ently takes some pride in keeping them look- 
ing well, which cannot be asserted with ea- 
tire safety of all the tariff toilers, He usu- 
ally wears a neat-fitting suit: of black, a 
scrupulously clean shirt and standing coilar, 
& narrow, black tie, looking something like 
a clergyman, with his smovthliy-shaven face 
and quiet manner. Randall, too, is smootii- 
faced. but does not dress as neatly as Mce- 
Kinley. indeed, his dress is not usually very 
tidy. He usually wears a black broadcloth 
coat, which is seldom buttoned, and as a rule 
none too new. His iron-grey hair is very 
neatly brushed, and his broad expanse of 
shirt front is usually a good deal erumpled. 
He watches every movement, however, with 
a hawk’s eye, and nothing escapes his notice. 
He has a sharp. penetrating voice, and can 
demand attention from the Speaker more 
quickly aud successfully than any member 
on the Democratic side. 
MORRISON’S SEAT 
is not far away from Randali’s. He is not 
at all like the Pennsylvania member iu 
manner or qualities of leadership on the 
floor, though in point of dress they are some- 
what alike. Morrison is not at all neat in his 
appearance. His clothes hang loosely upon 
a well-formed figure which might be well- 
fitted. His hat is a slouch and generally 
cocked on one side of his head in a careless 
and rather rakish manner. His coat is sel- 
dom buitoned, and the seat of his pants is 
not such as to make him an acceptable 
tailor’s sign. In voice he is weak, and he is 
entirely lacking in magnetic and command- 
ing qualities as to renaer him anything but 
a leader. His iron-grey hair is not 
so neatly brushed .as_ that of his 
antagonist from Ohio, Mr. McKinley. Hura 
is not a man to attract attention or command 
a following by his personal appearance. As 
an orator, however, he is a good deal above 
the average in the Ho..se, though the only 
speech of any consequence he has made dur- 
ing this session is the one he delivered on 
the whisky bill the other day, and it was 
rather a disappointment. He dresses neatly, 
with a low-cut, turned down collar, dark 
well-fitting clothes and carries a eane 
which enables him in spite of his lameness 
to scurry through the halls and ecorrider of 
the Capitol with about as much rapidity as 
the average legislator. 
CAPT. COWDEN. 

Capt. Cowden, whose smooth shaven face 
and stout figure are familiar to every Wash- 
ingtonian, continues to press his ciaim’ for 
the canal to carry off the flood water of the 
Mississippi and deepen the channel. As 
usual he thinks he is going to get it this 
time sure. He now asks merely the right to 
open this canal with the agreement that if 
he reduces the flood gauge of the Missis- 
sippi to such point that the lands of its val- 
ley are removed from danger he should be 
paid $2,000,000 and that for every foot which 
he deepens the channel he shall have $2,500,- 
000, He asks nothing unless he accomplish- 
es what he undertakes. The bill is prac- 
tically the same as that offered in the last 
Congress and will probably meet with the 
same opposition which defeated it then. It 
is observed that the Captain dovs not de- 
nounce the jetties system with so much 
vigor as he used to. He now admits that it 
has deepened the channel considerably and 
that there is now achannel of twenty-three 
or twenty-four feet through the jetties.

Mr. Leighton’s Latest Contribu- 
tion to the Art Museum, 


Another Exhibition at the Pettes Gal- 
leries—Mr. Dousman’s Collection— 
Local News—General Notes. 


The Museum of Fine Arts has received a 
valuable addition to its gallery of paintings 
in a large canvas from the brush of Beyle, a 
French artist, who has achieved a fine repu- 
tation in Paris.

tages of education, But whenany sane man

ents to educate their children the question is 
no longer an abstractone. It enters the do- 
main of facts, of practice, of real life. 

Compulsory education means in the first 
place that the State shall previde schools, 
teachers and a course of tuition fit and ade- 
quate for ali children. This Missouri does 
not do; this St. Louis does not do. it means, 
moreover, thatthe State shall call into exist- 
ence @ new and special police authority, 
which shall deal with dereliction and tru- 
ancy; discover truants, report them and 
punish them, 

When one thinks of the scope and meth 
ods of existing police arrangements, of the 
indifference of local authority to smal! of- 
fenses, of the number of offenses for which 
rigorous punishment is provided, bat which 
belong among the dead letter statutes, it is 
not harsh to say that the compulsory ed uca- 
tion movement is at least twenty-five years 
ahead of the timesin St. Louis and twenty - 
six or seven years ahead of the times in the 
rest of the State.

THE CINCINNATI OUTBREAK. 

The terrible outbreak at Cincinnati is one 
of the deplorable results of the failure of 
juries to keep their oaths and enforce the 
laws. There is no room for questioning the 
fact that the verdict of manslaughter in 
the Berner case was fiat perjury. 
Young Berner confessed that he and 
another young Man, a negro named 
JOSEPH PALMER, had deliberately con- 
spired to murder and did murder their ein- 
ployer, WILLIAM H. Krrx, for $100 which 
they expected to findon hisperson, LBER- 
NER had been known to the Germans of the 
vicinity as a young monster. of wickedness 
from his infancy, and the evidence went to 
show that the negro’s part in the affair was 
that of a tool in his hands. Yet 
the jury found BERNER guilty 
of manslaughter only —a verdict 
which aroused such universal indignation 
that the jurors were egged or otherwise 
roughly handled whenever they showed 
themselves in public. A meeting was held 
to denounce the failure of justice last night, 
and a midnight attack on the jail by a mob 
resulted ina collision with the militia in 
which a number of lives were lost. Mean- 
while the authorities, in anticipation of this 
attempt to lynch BERNER, had started him off 
to the penitentiary, and the attempt of a 
mob to seize bim on the train at Loveland 
had resulted in his escape from both the of- 
ficers and the mob. This circumstance and 
the shocking tragedy at the jail, coming on 
the heels of a number of singularly atrocious 
murders in Cincinnati, have excited the peo- 
ple of that city to frenzy. We may rest assured 
however, that the lesson of it all will be that 
the law honestly enforced is the only safe- 
guard of society, and that the failures of the 
law cannot be remedied by a mob outbreak, 
which invariably makes matters worse.

be conveyed home, suffering from a most alarm- 
ing attack. The verdict of his physician was“ roo 
much ciga r eite smeking,” and attached to it was 
a warning to look out for the next, which may be 
applied to other smoxkers, 


THE colleges are the hot-beds of the habit of 
using cigarettes, and for a long time in the North 
it was confined chiefly to them, a college man 
being Known at once by the ever-present cigarette. 
The practice, however, of late years bas spread 
enormously, Dot only among you ng men and boys 
but staid aud sover citizens, well advanced in 
age, may be seen indulging in this insinuating 
form of the tobacco habit. There is nodenying the 
fact that the cigarette ig cheap, convenient and 
fascinating when one has once learned the art of 
inhaling by which the toxic effec$ of the weed is 
obtained immediately by direct contact with the 
blood through the lungs. It is in inhaling the 
smoke that the chief danger lies; as when not in- 
haled the cigarette is as harmless as the cigar 
and more 80 as it isjweaker; but there is not near 
so much pleasure experienced in that way.

cles of food offered for sale inthe markets, aud 
it has operated admirably in preventing the sale 
of adulterated articles, Au immanase number of 
injurious adulterations have been aissovered apd 
condemued by the laboratory to the great benefit 
of the public health. The Board of Health is 
popularly supposed to cover this field, but its at- 
tention is usually occupicd with something else, 
and I doupt whether it has the means within it- 
self to thoroughly accomplish the object. A mu- 
nicipal laboratory attached to 1} would make an 
efficient supplement to its labors. 

WE have had a representative of the New En- 
gland society girl on the stage of one of our 
theaters during the past week in the person of 
Miss Georgine Flagg, who nas appeared as Floss 
in “7-2U-8" at the Standard. Yale men wili re- 
member Miss Flagg as the interesting daughter 
of an eccentric artist in New Haven, who lived as 
much to himself as possible in his own peculiar 
way. A» .unfortunate mental derangement of the 
artist threw the duughter on her own resources, 
and, following a natural taste, she adopted the 
dramatic profession. Miss Flaggis petite, pret- 
ty and refined, but, although she shows talent, 
grace and anaive ingennuousness which is win- 
ning in her representations, there is yet room for 
improvement, which only hard work and ex- 
perience will bring. Few people can jump to the 
top of a ladder. 


A WALK through the Mercantile Liorary, with 
one’s eye half open, will convince any one of the 
necessity of a new building to contain its valuable 
treasures. There are double rows of books in the 
cases, booKs outside of the cases, books ona the 
railings, tables and everywhere that they ought 
not to be, because there is not room to store them 
properly. Many of them are useless on aecount 
of the inconvenience of getting them with the 
present arrangements. The gravest consideration, 
however, 1s that in case of fire valuable treasures, 
many of which could not possibly be restored, 
would be swept awayin smoke. The directors 
say the new building. must go up, and the plan hit 
upon seems the must practical and feasible to ef- 
fect the desired ena, 


THE present library building was erected in 
1852 and was considered a miracie of coziness, 
comfort and fitness at that iime, when the read- 
ing room and library were in one with plenty of 
room to spare, but the institution has far out- 
grown itsshell, It is worth noting that the gen- 
tieinan Who suggested the plan advupiea for rais- 
ing funds for the new building was the chief pre- 
moter and first presideat of the library and has 
been its best friend during its existence, apd the 
handsome structure projected would be a litting 
memorial to his labors on its behalf. Probably 
no ove is mure c.dsely identified with the history 
of the city from its early days than Mr. James E. 
Yeatman. He is a representative of the oider 
generation and the old school of gentlemen whom 
it is a pleasure to meet, because one cannot fall 
to recoguize him as the embodiment of gentleness, 
Kindly courtesy and public spirit. 


THE WEEK ABROAD. 


THE British Army inv all of its branches showed 
such considerable diminution from lack of re- 
crults year beiore last that important changes 
were madein the conditions under which men 
could enter the service. Under the new regula- 
tions the standard of height, chest measurement 
and the required ace were reduced, and a really 
enormous difference has already been noted in 
the number of bnew men. Superior advantages 
were also offered in terms of service, and, al- 
though the new rules were in force only about 
six months of 1883, yet the increase in recruits for 
that year amounted to 9,292. 


THE tendency to goto the extreme in the op- 
position to ciergymen as teachers in France 
seems to be very stroug among her publie men. 
Two resolutions Bave been adopted by the 
French Chamber which entirely cuts all con- 
nection between church and school, One of 
them requires ali teachers in boys’ schools to be 
laymen within five vears. This, it is said, wiil 
turn out at Jeast 3,000 teachers, whose places will 
have to be supplied. Another clause, which was 
carried by au overwhelming majority, forbids 
State schoolmasters and mistresses to accept any 
engagements, paid or unpaid, in connection with 
the church. A public school teacher cannot serve 
as a member of the choir or as organist of a 
ehureb. 


IN connection with the franchise exte nsion bill 
introduced in Parliament it has been shown by 
statistics that Eugland has fewer voters in 
proportion to the population than any other of 
Lhe principal nations of Europe. Engiand has 
only 8.83 in every 100; Denmark has 15.45; Ger- 
many 20.09; Switzerland 22.55; while France 
stands highest with 26.85. With respect to the 
per centage of voters who exercise the privilege, 
Prussia is first with 96 out of 100 electors; then 
comes Belgium; then Norway; then France, 
Spain, ltaly, Switzerland and Germany in order. 
These statistics are in direct opposition to the 
general impression thatthe English Government 
approaches nearer to popular representation 
than any other monareby in Europe. Asa matter 
of factthe franchise is the most limited of all 
mentioned, 


ONE would naturally think that French cooks 
being considered par excellence, the best the 
world over, in France housekeepers would 
pot experience the same difficulties that fall to 
the lot of those living in less-favored countries. 
A wail, however, comes out of France over the 
degeneracy of the cooks and servant girls. A 
French paper accuses these necessary adjuncts to 
every househola of all the crimes and misde 
meanors which are common to them elsewhere. 
They are dishonest, wasteful, untidy and can hot 
even cook. It is only in some quiet country 
place’ that the old-time cooks can be found, and 
when they are brought to town they soon become 
as bad as the others. 


THE royal family of Scandinavia are literary in 
their tastes, as far as papers and periodicals go. 
The Queen subscribes for eleven foreign papers, 
about equally distributed between English, Ger- 
man and French. The King has six; the Crowa 
Princess takes the same number, and the Crown 
Prince reads four. The Dagblad states that the 
papers of the Queen are in yellow wrappers, the 
King’s in white, the Crown Princess’ in red, and 
the Crown Prince’s in,biue, and that they are 
sent to wherever each one may be residing.

New YorK, March 2.—About the most 
gorgeous specimen of the imported duae that I 
have ever set eyes on is the Marquis De Leuville.

While members of the Legislature, carefull 
prodded up by the press, are consid- 
ering the advisability of passing laws 
that will save the Adirondack forests, 
the tumbermen in that bucolic region are tak- 
ing advantage of the situation to do a tremen- 
dous lotof work. Coming down i ~ eg 4 one 
bight early in the week witha man who is ex- 
tensively interested in the lumber business in 
that part of the Stace, I was told that before the 
bili could possibly become a law, the lumbermen 
would have alithe trees they want cut down and 
hauled off. “Of course,” said my acquaintance, 
“we do not Mean to devastate the region. But 
that lumber belongs to us, because we bought it, 
and We Mean to get away with ali we want 
of . it whiie we can. 80 far as 
the effect of the Adirondack forests 
upon the Hudson River is concerned we believe 
that theory to be ali bosh. But whether itis or 
pot, we have acquiréd certain rights by purchase 
and we propose to exercise them. The lumber- 
men do not clear off the entire country by any 
means. Thatis a mistaken view of the matter. 
They are not engaged in training forest lands inio 
farms. They simply cut down such trees as are 
of use in their business, and as a general thing 
you would find, if you were to inspect the region, 
that they do not take one tree in every fifty feet. 
The smaller forest is growing up 
all the time, and if a  plentitude of 
trees is what is necessary to draw the water and 
tuke care of it, the Hudson River will bot suffer 
just vet from our operations. The bill has not be- 
come a law either; you may as well remember 
tuat, and if you Keep your eve on things you will 
find that we are doing some tall fighting at Alba- 
ny. The cry of ‘save the forest’ is simply the pop- 
ular crank of the moment, and, excepting that, it 
is likely to be embarrassing for the time. I do 
not think it will bother us much. Itis funny, 
though, when you get popular excitement upon a 
matter of this Kind, to see Low ewe whl run 
hke a flock of sheep after their leader. In six 
months all this Hudson River forest business will 
be dead and gone, probably never to be heard of 


any more.”

Hie was telling me vesterday morbing of the trials 
connected with carrying.on such ati institution iu 
Ireland. There are about 3,000 deaf and dumb 
children in that country, so faras known, and 
the only institution which is devoted to their 
care is unable to assist more than 450 of them 
because of the difficuity of securing funds to car- 
ry on the work. The Government in Ireland 
makes no endowments for the instruction of these 
poor wretches, and the institution is obliged to 
rely entirely upon voluntary publie subscriptions. 
The eost of carrying on the institution is $25.000a 
year. The object o1 Mr. Roe’s visitis to appeal! 
io the Irish of this country to elp 
in this exceedingly praiseworthy busi- 
ness. Davitt’s letter, which was shown 
me, is a characteristic outburst 
of indignation over the necessity of appealing to 
ibe charity of the general foreign public for the 
support of so obviotsly necessary a home institu- 
tiou. He alludes to this condition of things as an 
outrage and a shame, for which the governmental 
oppression of Ireland is to blame. It will strike

The scandal created by the appearance of 
Marie Cojlumbier’s ‘Sarah Barnum” has 
been superseded by another somewhat more 
disreputable still—the publication of a work 
entitled “Societe a Berlin,” in which the 
foibies, frivolities and secret intrigues of 
life in the German capital are grossly exag- 
gerated in order to pander to the rather 

uestionable tastes of those who have no 
other reason for their bitter hate of Germany 
than a resolve never to forgive the superior- 
ity of German generalship to French in the 
campaign of 1870-71. This diatribe on soclety 
beyond the Rhine, although interdicted by 
the French Government, finds its way, nev- 
ertheless, into the capital, as Rochefort’s 
Lanterve did fifteen years ago in’ the teeth 
of Napoleon’s _— vigilant moucbards. 
People in general, and the French in partic- 
ular, have a strong relish for forbidden fruit, 
A Parisian of bon ton would give a louis for 
acopy of asuppressed journal, while the 
xame broad sheet, if “left severely alone” 
by the authorities, would not, in his eyes, 
be worth one solitary centime, Owing partly 
to this official rohibition, the sale of 
“Societe a Berlin’ is brisk in boudoir and in 
salon where the gay French aristocrats buy 
up its stinging satires and spicy revelations 
on German morality and chuckle in quiet 
delight over the “mighty anger” which is 
reported to have overwhelmed Bismarck on 
the occasion of its publication. Several 
Paris journals bave justly protested against 
this method of avenging past wrongs, and 
if it will in the slightest way assist in the re- 
covery of the lost provinces. “‘Afraid to 
fling down the gauntiet to Germany on the 
patuefield,” said aFrench politician to me 
the other day, “‘we seem to think that the 
last resort left us to crush heris by peiting 
vain vituperation on the habits and customs 
of her capital’s ‘upper ten.’”’ The relish, 
however, with which this notorious whim 
has been received by all parties in France-— 
the remonstrances of several cool-headed 
and sensible French journalists—proves that 
Germany is hated by her neighbors as keenly 
and unforgivingly as ever. 

THE ANTI-PRUSSIAN “CRUSADE.” 

The two more prominent jeaders in the 
anti-Prussian ‘‘crusade”’ are M. Paul De- 
raloniede and Mme. Adam. The former ap- 
peals tothe more ignorant classes, and is 
looked upon asamere brawler, as_ his in- 

- judicious invasion of a German cafe in Paris 
some time ago amply demonstrates. His in- 
fluence, however, as a prominent member of 
the Patriotic League and editor of Le Dra- 
peau, a weekly periodical which has a large 
circulation in the military barracks ail over 
the country, forms a not unimportant factor 
in the agitation set on foot to keep the flame 
of anti-Prussian feeling wel! and vigorously 
alive.

Th 
materiais were ot course  forwarde 
her from Berlin by a gentleman 
who spent many years at the im- 
perial court and who knows, or professes to 
know, all the scandals that are supposed to 
“hedge round the divinity” andthe throne 
of kings.

MME. ADAM’S EARLY LIFE. 

As Mme. Adem is cccupying just now, 
owing tothe pUblication of this volume, a 
prominent position before the world, a few 
facts relative to her past career may be ac- 
ceptable to the readers of your journal. Her 
father wasa dashing cavairy ofticer whom 
Napoleon I. much admired for his pluck and 
daring and who fought through all the later 
campaigns of the “Little Corporal.” Ju- 
liette mber—for that was her maiden 
name—was one, of the most ravishingly beau- 
tiful girls of her time, possessed of that per- 
fection of contour, that bewitching grace 
and classic loveliness of features, the traces 
of which she has not even yet altogether 
lost. Poets and poetasters used to rave 
about ber silken locks, her entrancing eyes, 
her rosebud lips and that majestic form on 
whicha Phidias might gaze with rapture 
and delight. From her eariiest years she de- 
veloped strong intellectual tendencies and 
an extraordinary passion for study rarely to 
be found in a woman whose outward beauty 
isastrong and all but irresistible tempta- 
tion to beguile life away listening to the flat- 
tery of men and burying the senses in this 
Whirland buzz and fascination of society. 
M. Lamber, a brusque old soldier, tried to 
discountenance his daughter’s love of seclu- 
sion. With a keen eye to business, he want- 
ed to see her well married before 
he died. She was young and handsome and

A WIDOW AT TWENTY-TWO. 

A few months, had barely elapsed since 
they first separated, when news reached her 
of her father’s death.

She immediately pro- 
ceeded from Rouen to Paris, where, her high 
intellectual qualities and her beanty fast 
developing into that of womanhood, attract- 
ed to her society all the dudes and mashers 
of the boulevards and rich bankers and _bud- 
ding poets, who fell madly in love with the 
fair “relict” of the humble provincial doc- 
tor. She, however, had no desire to be 
bound once more in the fetlocks of matri- 
mony; she wanted to enjoy full and perfect 
freedom, and, declining every offer made her, 
she recommenced her wanderings through 
Europe, and after a close examination of the 
habits and customs of several of the most 
important countries on the Continent she 
eventually repaired to Greece, where she re- 
mained for some time, learning the Grecian 
language and satiating her puetic fancies in 
the contempiation of those scenes so well 
described by Homer and Anacreon and Pin- 
dar and Byron.

Adam’s entertainments that it was a 
series of sights never to be forgotten—that 
of his charming lady surrounded by the 
young ardent Republican spirits of the time, 
such men as Leon Gambetta, Spuller and 
hosts of others, encouraging them, as only 
womanhood can, by her sweet, impassioned 
eloquence and her winning ways to spread 
the true doctrines of Republicanism and the 
hate of the empire among the masses. Soon 
afterwards the war broke out. Sedan fell, 
and with Sedan the empire.
